‘PAY RATES FOR SELECTED CITY JOBS IN JANUARY, 1949 
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Return To: 


- What changes were made during 1948 in salaries and wages and in the work week 


for city employees of selected cities? 


Barly in January, 1949, the International City Managers" Association sent a 
follow-up inquiry to the officials of the cities of less than 100,000 who had re- 
ported pay rate data for 20 positions in July, 1948, and also to a few other 

Cities. At the same time, the Civil Service Assembly sent a similar inquiry to 
selected cities over 100,000. Returns were received from 99 of the 100 cities 
listed in MIS Report No. 51 issued in April, 1948. The pay changes that were 
made during 1948 in these 99 cities are summarized below. 


Trend in Pay Rates for 20 Jobs in 1948. Cities that granted pay increases 
in 1948 generally raised all salaries and not just those of certain groups. The 
pay rates of 15 of the 20 jobs were raised in 80 to 87 per cent of the cities re- 
porting. For example, the salaries of junior accountants were raised in 81 per 
cent of the cities reporting a wage for that job. Similarly, policemen's sala- 
ries were raised in 83 per cent of the cities reporting on this position. The 
13 other jobs for which pay was raised in 80 to 87 per cent of the reporting 
cities are: fireman, truck driver, mechanic, labor foreman, junior stenographer- 
clerk, building inspector, plumbing inspector, bookkeeping machine operator, 
junior clerk, bookkeeper, telephone operator, junior draftsman, and junior libra- 
rian. Four groups receiving more pay in 75 to 79 per cent of the cities report- 
ing were: laborer, heavy equipment operator, junior typist-clerk, and junior 
civil engineer, The salaries of playleaders were raised in 71 per cent of the 
cities reporting pay rates for this position, 


Methods of Pay Increases. The city officials were asked to report the 
methods used in raising wages and salaries between July 1, 1948, and January 1, 
1949. The method used in 35 cities that increased practically all pay rates 
during the last half of 1948 may be outlined as follows: 


1. Based on Change in Index of Cost-of-Living--Albert Lea, Minn., granted 
a pay raise to all employees based on the increase of the cost-of-living index 
from 151.8 (June, 1947) to 171.4 (June, 1948). Approximately 20 cities in the 
United States have adopted cost-of-living pay adjustment plans. These cities are 
listed in MIS Report No, 45 issued in November, 1947, together with an analysis 
of the cost-of-living ordinances of the cities and method of administering the 
plan. MIS Report No. 45 also contains a suggested ordinance providing for a cost- 


of-living salary adjustment plan.

Que., $5 and 84; Roanoke, Va., $15 and 84; Sewickley, Pa., $10 for new police- 
men, 86 for common labor, and 104 for mechanics; and Muskogee, Okla., $12,

3. Percentage Inorease--Pasadena, Calif., raised salaries from 10 per cent 
to 174 per cent of base; Portland, Me., 5 per cent; Teaneck, N. J., 20 per cent; 
Kalamazoo, Mich., 4 to 7 per cent; Pontiac, Mich., 4 per cent; Murfreesboro, Tenn., 
10 per cent; Stockton, Calif., 11 per cent; Shawinigan Falls, Que., 7.5 per cent; 
and Pittsburg, Calif., Grand Junction, Colo., and Portsmouth, N. H., each 10 per 
cent. 


4. Miscellaneous--Johnson City, Tenn., police and firemen received a $5 
increase every quarter; Watertown, N. Y., adopted a new salary plan resulting’ 
in many increases plus $200 per year cost-of-living adjustment; Ames, Iowa, and 
Winnetka, Ill., increased individuals on a4 merit basis; Colorado Springs, Colo., 
adopted a new classification-pay plan January 1, 1949, providing substantial 
readjustments for all classes; Cushing, Okla., equalized the pay of some employees 
with others in the same group; and Berkeley, Calif., increased the minimum and 
maximum salaries of all positions except the two top levels. 


Pay Raises in Cities Over 100,000 in 1948, The Civil Service Assembly did ~ 
not request cities to supply ds<a on the extent of their pay increases in 1948, 
But inspection of the returns shows that 20 of the 36 cities increased some or 
all pay rates between January 1, 1948, and January 1, 1949, and it is known that 
some of the remaining seven cities had put increases into effect on January 1, 
1948. The 20 cities are; Akron, Atlanta, Buffalo, Columbus, Dallas, Detroit, 
Flint, Hartford, Houston, Jacksonville, Kansas City, Milwaukee, Oakland, Okla- 
homa City, Pasadena, Pittsburgh, Sacramento, St. Louis, St. Paul, and Seattle. 


Work Week. Only four of the 64 cities reporting to ICMA changed the work 
week for some of their employees. Two cities reduced the work week for policemen, 
in Pasadena from 48 to 44 hours, and in Berkeley from 44 to 40 hours. Hartford 
cut firemen's hours from 78 to 56. On the other hand, Phoenix, Ariz., raised the 
work week for administrative personnel from 38 to 40 hours. Nationwide trends on’ 
the work week for administrative and clerical employees and also for laborers are 
reported on pages 118-120 of the 1948 MUNICIPAL YEAR BOOK where the work week is 
given for 849 cities over 10,000 population. Changes made by eight cities earlier 
in 1948 were reported. in MIS Report No. 58, November, 1948, page eke, 


Vacations. Two calendar weeks is the typical vacation allowance in the 99 
cities for all 20 positions. Individual cities report vacation leaves from 10 
to 14 days which are assumed to be two weeks. Where a five-day week isin ef- 
fect "15 days" may be three weeks; in other cities it may be 15 calendar days. 
For some occupations (firemen and the labor jobs) several cities grant allow- 
ances different from the norm. Laborers, for example, receive more than two 
weeks in five cities, two weeks in 66 cities, one week in 9 cities, and no vao- 
ation at all in two cities. Four cities indicated that increased vacation al- 
lowaices were granted employees in 1948, Pasadena, Calif., now allows all em- 
ployees 15 days vacation after 15 years of service. In Watertown, N. Y., hourly 
employees receive six days vacation for the first two years of service and 12 
days vacation thereafter. In Colorado Springs, Colo., all regular employees will 
receive annual leave at the rate of one working day per month plus eight holi- 
days with pay; in the past hourly paid employees received seven days vacation and 
five holidays. Elmira, N. Y¥., raised the vacation allowance of firemen and po- 
licemen from 14 to 21 days. 
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Presentation of Data. ‘The names of all the 99 cities reporting wage rates 
for one or more jobs in this report are listed alphabetically within population 
groups on page 290, Pay rates, as reported by these cities, for 20 positions are 
listed on pages 291 to 310 of this report with cities listed by geographic regions, 
Not all cities reported on each Job because officials were requested to report pay 


rates only if they had a job comparable to the job description given at the top of 
each sheet. ‘ 


Underlined pay rates indicate that such rates are higher than amounts paid 
on January 1, 1948, as shown in MIS Report No. 51 for April, 1948. An asterisk 
indicates that comparable data were not reported in MIS Report No. 51. Cities 
reporting pay changes during the first halt of 1948 were listed in MIS Report 
No. 58 issued in November, 1948. 


The starting pay rate and the top rate for each job together with the number 
of the hours in the work week and number of days vacation allowed with pay are 
shown for each job. Pay rates are given on a monthly basis except for the letter 
"w" which follows some pay rates which indicates weekly pay, "h" hourly rate, and 
"ad" daily rate. The rates for "Laborer" on Page 298 are hourly except where 
otherwise indicated ("m" for monthly). 


Use of the Data. In determining the adequacy of a given pay rate in a parti- 
cular city it is more important to know what other cities of comparable size in 
the same general area are paying than it is to compare the rate with an average 
rate paid by cities unlike in size, type, and geographic location (see 1948 Muni- 
cipal Year Book, p. 50ff., for economic classification of all cities over 10,000). 
For this reason no attempt is made here to present average or median pay rates for 
cities reporting in the surver. 


In making salary comparisons it is important also to keep in mind the vacation 
and sick leave policy, number of hours in the work week, type of retirement plan 
in effect, and other related matters such as the length of service and the quality 
and quantity of work performed. (Data on working conditions in each city over 
10,000 are reported in the Municipal Year Book. ) 


The positions covered in this report are perhaps among the most standardized 
jobs in local government. The pay rate information for these jobs will be useful 
in determining other pay levels in the municipal service. For example, if ade- 
quate pay for a junior draftsman is determined to be $200 per month it is not 
difficult to determine the rate of pay for the next higher or next lower position.
